| President Truman’s request for a 


vatt expansion of the social. se- 


' curity system: some of it may 


pass—-but not the whole thing. 
The bill Mr. Truman sent to 
capital hill yesterday proposed: 
(a) providing direct “home re- 
lief’ to all needy persons; (b) 
blanketing 20,000,000 more per- 
sons under old age insurance; (c) 
greatly increasing the benefits; 
(d) raising—-in some cases, trip- 


ling—the tax on paychecks and 
pay rolls. 
It was the “home relief’ idea 


which ran into the closest scrut- 
iny in Congress. 

Top Democratic managers of 
security legislation — Chaitman 
Doughton (D-N.C.) of the house 
| ways and means committee, and 
Chairman George (D-Ga.) of the 
senate finance committee-—took no 
position on the bill. 

Payroll Tax 

The program calls for an in- 
crease in payroll taxes from the 
present $1,800,000,000 for old age 
| and survivors insurance, to about 
$6,000,000,000. 

It would boost individual pay- 
roll taxes 100 per cent or more. 
The tax on a person making $4800 
| or more could be increased from 

a top of $30 to $96 a year. 
| The expanded insurance pro- 
| gram would cover a total of 50,- 
| 000,000 persons. 
| Members of Congress said they 
had no idea how far .the unpre- 
| cedented “home relief’’ program 


| could go or what the overall cost 


would be. 

| Under this phase, the maximum 
| payment in which the federal gov- 
| ernment would participate would 
| be $50 a month for one person, 
| $50 for the first additional person 
‘in a home, and $20 for each ad- 
| ditional person. States would 


‘| contribute 40 to 75 per cent of

But he told re- 
porters he did this at Mr. Tru- 
man’s request and that he is not 
sponsoring the bill.
